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Iowans 
could pay 
less at UNO

Some lJowa residents could pay 
less for tuition at UNO than at lowa 
universities. 

Officials at UNO recently compiled 
a proposal outlining an offer to give lowa 
residents in the greater metropolitan area 
lower tuition. 

Tuition rates for out-of-state normally 
run at $406 an hour and in-state tuition is 
$136 a credit hour. UNO officials want 
to offer 110 percent of in-state tuition to 
lowa residents in Harrison, Pottawatamie 
and Mills. That rounds out to about $150 
a credit hour. 

And that tuition would still be less 
than in-state tuition for all three lowa 
universities, said Wade Robinson, associate 
vice chancellor of Student Affairs. 

“A lot of students want to stay within 
the metro area,” Robinson said. “It’s 
just non-resident rates as they stand are 
prohibitive.” 

Robinson said UNO only draws 
about 30 to 40 students from the three 
identified areas. 

“Given that there’s probably maybe 
900 to 1,000 college bound high school 
graduates (from those areas), that’s an 
incredibly small number,” he said. 

Robinson. said the proposal came 
after the Board of Regents voted to let 
campuses decide on offering certain 
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Students to deciae on library's colors

Final decisions in the construction 
of the new wing of the library are right 
around the corner, and UNO students 
will have a say in them. 

The color schemes and ideas for the 
library’s furniture are going to be up to 
the students.

It is a gradual series of events that 
lead up to the completion of the building, 


said Stephen Shorb, Library. Dean. 

All of the new facilities will open 
at the same time around October of 
2006. Even with Wednesday’s snowfall, 
construction is still moving forward. 
Concrete insulators will keep any of the 
new construction from cracking in the 
cold, Shorb said. 

“I was walking through the snow to 
the student center, thinking that it would 
be nice if the café was already open,” 
Shorb said. 

Sometime Saturday night, Nov. 12, 
a toilet overflowed on the first floor and 
flooded the archives room of the library, 
he said. The leak wasn’t found until 
Sunday morning so they are not sure 
exactly when the leak started. There was 
no lasting damage and Environmental 
Services was called in to pump out the 
two inches of water, and dehumidify the 
room.

Another professor has removed himself 
_ from the controversial Ward Churchill panel. 


a Robert Williams, a law and American 


_ Indian studies professor at the University 
_ of Arizona followed UNO professor Bruce 
| Johansen’s lead amid allegations of bias and 
| questions about his qualifications. 

| The questions raised by pirateballerina. 
| com and its founder, one-time broadcast 
| journalist Jim Paine of Harstel, Colo., created 
such fervor over both professors’ qualifications 
that Johansen stepped down two weeks ago 
and Williams resigned late last week. 

The controversial University of Colorado 
professor’s comments about the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks and his radical views on 
America ignited debate earlier this year. A 
panel was designed to review his research 
methodology. The panel consisted of three 
professors from the CU system, and Johansen 
and Williams. 

Paine believes that the departures will 
ensure a “fairer review” of Churchill and his 
work. 

The vacancies left by Johansen's and 
Williams’ departures may or may not be 
refilled according to an Associated. Press 

rt. 

Paine feels that the panel should be 
rounded out. 

“Naturally, I'd like to see two more 
academics of professor Marjorie McIntosh’s 
caliber and apparent disinterest in the 
Churchill debacle join the panel,” he said. 

“Anybody whose mind is already made 
up, whether pro or con, has no business on the

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Phoenix computer programming Hurricane Katrina media panel 
server outgrows usefullness

Information Technology Service’s 
Phoenix server is reaching the end of its 
life cycle as preparations are made for its 
replacement. | 

Phoenix is currently the campus 
computer programming server, a lesser- 
known technology service available to 
all students, faculty, and staff who have a 
UNO NetID. Phoenix replaced the older 
Apollo server in 2002. 

Its name is derived from the 
mythological bird said to burst into flames 
when it grows old and rise reborn from its 
own ashes. 

According to Steven Lendt, director of 
Information Technology Infrastructure for 
ITS, the servers were previously also used 
to host campus e-mail and Web services, 
but those services had been moved to 
separate servers more recently. Campus e- 
mail services are currently hosted on three 
separate servers. Campus Web services 
are hosted on the Avalon server, which 
came on-line earlier this year. 

“It is coming up on three years,” 
Lendt said. “Currently, the Phoenix box 
is and will continue to be supported by 
Bb he 

Phoenix was purchased in December, 
2002. According the Lendt, the current 
server uses a single Pentium III processor, 
1 gigabyte of main memory, and has 140 
pigabytes of usable Sat in a fault-

“Phoenix mostly offers programming | 


services,” Lendt said. “I don’t think we 


have anyone else using it as part of their | 


curriculum in any other department at 
this point in time. It doesn’t make sense 
for ITS to be running it if it is more specific 
to a department.” 

At the beginning of the semester, 
a bulletin was placed on the server's 
message of the day which tells users, “Due 
to low campus wide usage and staffing 
changes, updates to applications on this 
system have ended.” This message is 
displayed each time a user logs onto the 
system 

As expected, most users of Phoenix 
are enrolled in computer science courses, 
and consequently the majority of students 
who use it are majoring in computer 
science, engineering, mathematics, or 
related disciplines. 


According to Lendt, the replacement | 


for Phoenix will be managed by computer 
systems specialists at the Peter Kiewit 
Institute, which houses the UNO College 
of Information Science and Technology. 

The replacement is currently in the 
works, but there is presently no projected 
date for Phoenix’s decommission. 

“The current Phoenix will be around 
for the spring semester,” Lendt said. 

Students not currently using Phoenix 
who are interested in accessing it can find 
information on the ITS Web site or directly 
at phoenix.unomaha.edu.

up when someone brought up the issue 
of race during the audience participation 
segment of the forum. 

Sherrie Wilson, associate professor in 
the School of Communication, said she 
felt that bringing up the race issue was 
important. 

“Discussing issues of race brings 
out differences of opinion, but that’s the 
only way problems in our society will be 
resolved,” she said. 

Hurricane Katrina received a lot of 
media coverage due to the great amount of 
public interest, but many people were not 
satisfied with the overall level of coverage of 
the events. The panel discussed what went 
wrong, and discussed ways to improve 
future coverage of natural disasters.

The panel moderator was Ben Gray, host 
of “Kaleidoscope” on KETV-TV. Featured 
on the panel were Erin Grace, a reporter 
from the Omaha World-Herald; Tom Becka, 
a talk show host on KFAB- 
AM; Cynthia Robinson- 
Moore, a UNO School of 
Communication faculty 
member; Peter Soby, «a 
KETV-TV photojournalist; 
and Rosanne Bachman, the 
director of communication 
for the American Red Cross 
Heartland Chapter. 

The panel members 
each discussed his or 
her role in the coverage 
of Hurricane Katrina, the 
relief effort or how the 
event influenced them. 

Two of the five 
members spent time in the 
Gulf Coast area. 

Grace was the only 
one who was on the ground level of the 
disaster. She spent eight days in the Gulf 
Coast, and described her time spent with 
the Nebraska National Guard. 

Soby spent around 28 hours flying with 
the Air Force over the flooded areas and 
surveying the damage but never actually set 
foot in the area. | 

Becka, another media member of 
the group, worked with the Red Cross 
serving meals to the evacuees at the Civic 
Auditorium. He also spoke with some 
hurricane survivors by phone after Katrina 
passed. 

Bachman was never actually in the 
hurricane-damaged area but was deployed 
to the disaster operations center in 
Washington D.C. to help with relief efforts.

honorable mention by the NCC coaches. 

Johnson is currently ranked second in 
the NCC, averaging 13.48 assists a game. 
With her powerful jump serve she ranked 
ninth in aces. She also ranks 
sixth on the Maverick career 
records chart with 2,944 career 
assists. Johnson has been titled 
NCC Setter of the Week twice 
this year and five times in her 
career. 

Freeman played a vital 
role in the Mavericks’ success, 


Week twice this season. She led 
the Mavericks in kills in 13 of 26 
matches. She also averages an 
impressive 3.70 kills a game and 
stuffs 0.77 blocks per game. 

Reicks leads the team with 
eight double-doubles on the year. She also 
leads the NCC in aces with 0.50 aces per 
game. She’s tied with Freeman for sixth 
place in hitting percentage with 3.70 kills per 
game, but leads the Mavs with 326 kills. She 
was also named NCC Player of the Week 
twice. Reicks was named to the honorable 
mention team in 2004. 

Sophomore Christensen ranks third in 


both hitting percentage and blocking with 


318 kills per game and 1.27 
blocks per game. Christensen 
has recorded double-figure 
kills in 15 matches this 
season. 

Shires conducted the 
Mavericks to a 19-7 overall 
record, finishing second in 
the NCC.

Mavericks soccer to host Grand 
Valley State in NCAA quarterfinals

The No. 7 UNO soccer team will host 


No. 12 Grand Valley State Sunday in the 
NCAA quarterfinal 
at Ak-Sar-Ben Field. 
The Mavericks are the 
highest scoring team in 
this year’s tournament 
while the Lakers are 
the fifth highest overall 
scoring offense in the 
country. A win by the 
Mavs would give them 
their fourth consecutive 
trip to the final four. It 
would be only the fourth 
time in NCAA Division 
Il history that a team 
has made at least four 
consecutive final four 
appearances. 

The Mavericks’ nine goals in last week's 
back-to-back shutouts were the highest 
combined tally in the country. Amanda 
Iwansky led all individual scorers with four 
goals. The Lakers put up three goals last 
week and have a season average of 3.79 
goals per game according to the most recent 
NCAA statistics report.

This will be the first meeting between 
the two teams, and there are no common 
opponents to compare this season. UNO 
is 3-0-0 in quarterfinal play and 6-0-0 in 
the NCAA tournament while at Ak-Sar-Ben 
Field. 

GVSU has a record of 19-2-0) 
this season and won the Great 
Lakes Intercollegiate Athletics 
Conference with only one loss.. 
Forward Katy Tafler is seventh 
in the nation with 2.95 points per 
game and 2.16 goals per game. 
She has scored once so far in the 
tournament and has 58 points 
on the season from 25 goals and 
eight assists. Goalkeeper Kristina 
Nasturzio is third nationally, only 
allowing 0.32 goals per game and 
holding a .902 save percentage. 

Beth McGill leads _ the 
Mavericks with 39 points this 
season. She has seven goals and an assist 
against nationally ranked teams. The Mavs 
have outscored ranked opponents 15-4 this 
season, but GVSU will be the highest ranked 
team they have faced.

Rockhurst stuns Mavs with just 
seconds on the clock Tuesday

After sitting out of the 
first round of the NCAA 
Division II playoffs last 
weekend, the UNO football 
team will clash helmets 
with Saginaw Valley State 
Saturday at Al F. Caniglia 
Field. 

The third-seeded 
Cardinals beat  sixth- 
seeded Northwood 31-16 
last Saturday to advance 
to the second round. 
Unlike UNO, who hasn’t 
been to the playoffs 
since 2001, SVSU is an 
experienced team in the post season and 
has advanced to the playoffs five times 
in the past six years. The Cardinals 
finished the regular season with a 9-1 
record and ranked No. 4 in the final 
American Football Coaches Association 
poll that was released before the post 
season. SVSU’s only loss was a 31-10 
debacle on the road against No. 1 Grand 
Valley State. 

The No. 14 Mavericks, who are also 
the No. 2 seed in the playoffs with an 8-2 
record, can’t afford to take SVSU lightly, 
despite the fact that the Cardinals have 
to travel to a place where UNO hasn’t 
been beaten in the last 10 games. 

Both teams hail from conferences 
that are as competitive as leagues can 
get in Division JJ football. The North 
Central Conference had four teams 
finish the regular season ranked in 
the top 25 nationally and three that 
advanced to the playoffs. The Cardinals 
are from the Great Lakes Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference, which is also home 
to Grand Valley State and Northwood, 
two teams who also made it to the 
playoffs and are nationally ranked. This 
makes this weekend’s gridiron match- 
up more interesting to see from a team 
and overall conference perspective, 
especially since co-NCC champs 
North Dakota will be playing GLIAC

juggernaut Grand Valley State in the 
second round of the playoffs. 

The Cardinals contain a very 
dominant defense, 
allowing an average of 
only 13.3 points per game 
but averaging 27.5 points 
per game on the other 
side of the ball. With a 
week off to prepare, the 
Mavericks can’t afford 
to get off to a slow start, 
because SVSU outscored 
its last 11 opponents 177- 
64 in the first half. The 
Cardinals are averaging 
421.9 yards per game of 
total offense led by their 
young quarterback Chris 
Dougherty. The sophomore signal-caller 
has completed nearly 63 percent of his 
passes for 2,653 yards and 24touchdowns 
with only seven interceptions. UNO’s 
secondary, which ranks last in the NCC 
in pass defense giving up 264.3 yards 
per game through the air, hopes to 
have enough talent and experience to 
hang with Dougherty’s receivers. His 
three top targets have combined for 114 
receptions and 12 touchdowns so far 
this season. 

The Cardinals’ ground game can be 
effective too, with running back Logan 
Barnhart, who has rushed for 967 yards 
and six touchdowns and averaged 5 
yards per carry. But the Mavericks’ 
rush defense takes backseat to nobody, 
allowing only 92.2 yards per game on 
the ground. 

Once again, special teams will be 
the significant factor. UNO’s punter Don 
Grafton will try his best to keep SVSU 
from good field position. He leads the 
NCC in net punting, averaging 38.5 
yards per punt. The Cardinals’ place 
kicker Bobby Belmonte has proven that 
he can be near perfect inside the 30- 
yard line, nailing eight of his last nine, 
but has missed 5 of 11 from 30 yards 
and beyond. There has been no time 
set for Saturday’s game, but it will be 
broadcast on KOIL A.M.

Misconduct. I have to give credit, however, 
to the Rocky Mountain News and Denver Post. 
Had those publications not used Colorado 
Open Records requests to force CU to reveal 
the names of the Investigating Committee, 
I would not have been able to research 
each of the panelists and discover what I 
discovered,” he said in an email. 

Johansen agrees that Paine’s work 
influenced William’s decision to vacate his 
_ seat on the panel. 

“The next day Paine congratulated 


himself on having toppled two of the five 
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“stooges,” and set his sights on the other 
three,” Johansen said. 

While Paine and the website maintain 
that Churchill should not be in the CU 
classrooms, Johansen believes differently. 

“Like any other professor, he should be 
able to ‘profess.’ He has won teaching awards 
at Colorado. He also is very controversial. 
Students do have choices and I’m sure that 
this subject has been much-debated at CU,” 
he said. 

Johansen sees this experience as one that 
has created a new avenue for him to follow. 
He has opened the floor for discussion on 
this issue in the classroom and in his literary 
aspirations. 

“One thing that I know is that my editor 
at Praeger suggested as all of this developed 
that I write a book on controversies related 
to freedom of inquiry. I am developing a 
proposal. 

“Students and I have discussed all of 
this in my classes. I have been taught once 
again that journalism often has little to do 
with what is really important in the world.” 

Johansen is eager to move on. 

“Otherwise, this is just two weeks in a 
long life,” Johansen said.
